
House condemns Trump 'rac ist tweets in extraordinary rebuke

WASHINGTON (AP) — In a 

remarkable political repu¬ 
diation, the Democratic - 
led U.S. House voted Tues¬ 
day night to condemn 
President Donald Trump's 
"racist comments" against 
four congresswomen of 
color, despite protesta¬ 
tions by Trump's Republic an 
congressional allies and his 
own insistence he hasn't "a 
racist bone in my body." 
Two days after Trump 
tweeted that four Demo¬ 
cratic freshmen should "go 
back" to their home coun¬ 
tries — though all are citi¬ 
zens and three were bom 
in the U.S.A. — Demo¬ 
crats muscled the resolu¬ 
tion through the chamber 
by 240-187 over near-solid 
GOP opposition. The re¬ 
buke wasan embarrassing 
one forTrump even though 
it carries no legal repercus¬ 
sions, but if anything his lat¬ 
est harangues should help 
him with his die-hard con¬ 
servative base. 

Despite a lobbying effort 
by Trump and party leaders 
fora unified GOP front, four 
Republicans voted to con¬ 
demn his remarks: moder¬ 
ate Reps Brian Fitzpatrick 
of Pennsylvania, Fred Up¬ 
ton of Michigan, Will Hurd 


of Texas and Susan Brooks 
of Indiana, who is retiring. 
Also backing the measure 
was Michigan's independ¬ 
ent Rep. J ustin Amash, who 


left the GOP this month af¬ 
ter becoming the party's 
sole member of Congress 
to back a Trump impeach¬ 
ment inquiry. 


Democrats saved one of 
the day's most passion¬ 
ate moments until near the 
end. "I know racism when I 
see it," said Rep. J ohn Lewis 


of Georgia, whose skull 
was fractured atthe 1965 
"Bloody Sunday" civil rights 
march in Selma, Ala bama. 
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Rom left; Rep. Rashida Tlaib, D-Mich., Rep. Ilhan Omar, D-Minn., Rep. Alexandria Ocasio-Cortez, 
D-N.Y., and Rep.

"Atthe highest level of gov¬ 
ernment, there's no room 
for racism." 

Before the showdown roll 
call, Trump characteristi¬ 
cally plunged forward with 
time-tested insults He ac¬ 
cused his four outspoken 
critics of "spewing some of 
the most vile, hateful and 
disgusting things ever said 
bya politician"and added, 
"If you hate our Country, or 
if you are not happy here, 
you can leave !" — echo¬ 
ing taunts long unleashed 
against political dissidents 
rather than opposing par¬ 
ties' lawmakers. 

The president was joined by 
House Minority Leader Kev¬ 
in McCarthy of California 
and othertop Republicans 
in trying to redirect the fo¬ 
cus from Trump's original 
tweets, which forthree days 
have consumed Washing¬ 
ton and drawn widespread 
condemnation. Instead, 
they tried playing offense 
by accusing the four con¬ 
gresswomen — among the 
Democrats' most left-lean¬ 
ing members and ardent 
Trump critics — of social¬ 
ism, an accusation that's 
already a central theme of 
the G 0 P's 2020 p resid entia I 
and congressional cam¬ 


paigns. 

Even after two-and-a-half 
years of Trump's turbulent 
governing style, the spec¬ 
tacle of a president futile- 
ly laboring to head off a 
House vote essentially pro¬ 
claiming him to be a racist 
was extra ordinary. 
Underscoring the stakes, 
Republicans formally ob¬ 
jected after Speaker Nan¬ 
cy Pelosi of California said 
during a floor speech that 
Trump's tweets were "rac¬ 
ist." Led by Rep. Doug Col- 
linsofGeorgia, Republicans 
moved to have her words 


stricken from the record, a 
rare procedural rebuke. 
After a delay exceeding 
90 minutes, No. 2 House 
Democrat Steny Hoyer of 
Maryland said Pelosi had 
indeed violated a House 
rule against characterizing 
an action as racist. Hoyer 
was presiding after Rep. 
Emanuel Cleaver of Mis¬ 
souri stormed away from 
the presiding officer's chair, 
lamenting, 'We want to just 
fight," apparently aimed at 
Republicans. Even so, Dem¬ 
ocrats flexed their muscle 
and the House voted after¬ 
ward by party line to leave 
Pelosi's words intact in the 
record. 

Some rank-and-file GOP 
lawmakers have agreed 
that Trump's words were 
racist, but on Tuesday party 
leaders insisted they were 
not and accused Demo¬ 
crats of using the result¬ 
ing tumult to score politi¬ 
cal points. Among the few 
voices of restraint, Senate 
Majority Leader Mitch Mc¬ 
Connell said Trump wasn't 
racist, but he also called 
on leaders 'from the presi¬ 
dent to the speakerto the 
freshman members of the 
House"to attack ideas, not 
the people who espouse 
them. 

'There's been a consensus 
that political rhetoric has 
gotten way, way heated 
across the political spec¬ 
trum," said the Republi¬ 
can leaderfrom Kentucky, 
breaking his own two days 
of silence on Trump's at¬ 
tacks. 

Hours earlier, Trump tweet¬ 
ed, 'Those Tweets were 
NOT Racist. I don't have a 
Racist bone in my body!" 


He wrote that House Re¬ 
publicans should "not show 
'weakness'" by agreeing to 
a resolution he labeled "a 
Democratcon game." 

Rep. Alexandria Ocasio- 
Cortez of New York, one 
of Trump's four targets, re¬ 
turned his fire. 

'You're right, Mr. President 
- you don't have a rac¬ 
ist bone in your body. You 
have a racist mind in your 
head and a racist heart in 
your chest," she tweeted. 
The four-page Democratic 
resolution said the House 
"strongly condemns Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump's racist 
comments that have legiti¬ 
mized and increased fear 
and hatred of new Ameri¬ 
cans and people of color." 
It said Trump's slights "do not 
belong in Congress or in the 
United States of America." 
All but goading Republi¬ 
cans, the resolution includ¬ 
ed a full page of remarks 
by President Ronald Rea¬ 
gan, who is revered by the 
GOP. Reagan said in 1989 
that if the U.S. shut its doors 
to newcomers, "our lead¬ 
ership in the world would 
soon be lost." 

Tuesd ay's fa ceoff came af- 
teryearsof Democrats bris¬ 
tling over anti-immigrant 
and racially incendiary pro¬ 
nouncements by Trump. 
Those include his kicking off 
his presidential campaign 
by proclaiming many Mexi¬ 
can migrants to be crimi¬ 
nals and asserting there 
were 'Tine people" on both 
sidesata 2017 neo-Nazi ral¬ 
ly in C ha liottesville, Ving inia, 
that turned deadly. 

And the strong words in 
Washington come as ac¬ 
tions are underway else¬ 


where: The administration 
has begun coast-to-coast 
raids targeting migrants in 
the U.S. illegally and has 
newly restricted access to 
the U.S. by asylum seekers. 
Trump's critic ism wasaimed 
at four freshman Demo¬ 
crats who have garnered 
attention since their arrival 
in J a nua ry for their outspo¬ 
ken liberal views and thinly 
veiled distaste for Trump: 
Ocasio-Cortez and Reps 
Ilhan Omar of Minnesota, 
Ayanna Pressley of Massa¬ 
chusetts and Rashida Tlaib 
of Michigan. All were bom 
in the U.S. exceptforOmar, 
who came to the U.S. as a 
child after fleeing Somalia 
with her family. 

The four have waged an 
increasingly personal clash 
with Pelosi over how as¬ 
sertively the House should 
try restraining Trump's abil¬ 
ity to curb immigration. But 
if anything, Trump's tweets 
may have eased some 
of that tension, with Pe¬ 
losi telling Democrats at a 
closed-door meeting Tues¬ 
day, 'We are offended by 
what he said about our sis¬ 
ters," according to an aide 
who described the private 
meeting on condition of 
anonymity. 

That's not to say that all in¬ 
ternal Democratic strains 
are resolved. 

The fourrebelliousfreshmen 
backed Rep. Steven Co¬ 
hen of Tennessee in unsuc¬ 
cessfully seeking a House to 
vote on a harsher censure 
ofTrump'stweets. And Rep. 
Al Green ofTexaswastrying 
to force a House vote soon 
on whether to impeach 
Trump — a move he's tried 
in the past but lost, earning 
opposition from most Dem¬ 
ocrats. 

At the Senate Republi¬ 
cans' weekly lunch Tues¬ 
day, Trump's tweets came 
up and some lawmakers 
were finding the situation 
irksome, participants said. 
Many want the 2020 cam¬ 
paigns to focuson progres¬ 
sive Democrats' demands 
for government-provided 
health care, abolishing 
the federal Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement 
agencyand other hard-left 
polic ies 

'Those ideas give us so 
much materia I to work with 
and it takes away from our 
time to talk about it," Sen. 
Mike Braun of Indiana said 
of Trump 'stweets.Q 
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J udge formally bans c itizenship question from 2020 census

NEWYORK(AP) — A federa I 
judge formally banned the 
citizenship question from 
the 2020 census on Tues¬ 
day, days after President 


Donald Trump announced 
his administration would no 
longerseekto add it. 

J udge J esse Furman signed 
an order after New York 
State Attorney General Le- 
titia James and the Ameri¬ 


can Civil Liberties Union 
told him in a letter that 
defendants including the 
Commerce Department 
didn't oppose their request 
for an order. "The Justice 
Department declined to 
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comment. 

The order was a largely 
procedural move allowing 
Furman to retain jurisdiction 
in the event the govern¬ 
ment switches tactics and 
pursues adding the ques¬ 
tion again. He said he'll re¬ 
tain jurisdiction to enforce 
the terms of the order until 
the 2020 census results are 
processed and sent to the 
president. That is supposed 
to happen by Dec. 31, 
2020. 

For now, though, the order 
has the effect of closing 
the dispute brought by nu¬ 
merous states and munici¬ 
palities across the country. 
Lawyers for the plaintiffs 
had argued that adding 
the citizenship question 
for the first time since 1950 
would depress participa¬ 
tion by immigrants, lower¬ 
ing the population count 
in states that tend to vote 


Democratic and deceas¬ 
ing government funds and 
congressional representa¬ 
tion to those areas. 

Furman had ruled against 
adding the citizenship 
question early this year. "The 
U.S. Supreme Court then 
temporarily blocked plans 
to add the census ques¬ 
tion, saying the administra¬ 
tion's justification for add¬ 
ing it "seems to have been 
contrived." 

After conflicting signals 
from Trump and the J ustice 
Department over whether 
they'd pursue adding the 
question anyway, Trump 
announced Thursday that 
he was directing federal 
agencies to try to compile 
the information using ex¬ 
isting databases instead 
— saying that would help 
ascertain the citizenship of 
over 90% percent of the 
populationO

WASHINGTON (AP) — John 
Paul Stevens, the bow- 
tied, independent-thinking, 
Republican-nominated 
justice who unexpectedly 
emerged as the Supreme 
Court's lea ding liberal, died 
Tuesday in Fort Lauderdale, 
Florida, after suffering a 
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Former Supreme Court Justice 
J ohn Raul Stevens dies at 99 


stroke Monday. He was99. 
During nearly 35 years on 
the court, Stevens stood 
for the freedom and dig¬ 
nity of individuals, be they 
students or immigrants or 
prisoners. He acted to limit 
the death penalty, squelch 
official prayer in schools, 
establish gay rights, pro¬ 
mote racial equality and 
preserve legal abortion. 
He protected the rights of 
crime suspects and illegal 
immigrants facing depor¬ 
tation. 

He influenced fellow jus¬ 
tices to give foreign terror¬ 
ism suspects held for years 
at the Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba, naval base the right 
to plead fortheirrelease in 
U.S. courts 

Stevens served more than 
twice the average tenure 
fora justice, and was only 
the second to mark his90th 
birthday on the high court. 
From his appointment by 
President Gerald Ford in 
1975 through his retirement 
in June 2010, he shaped 
decisions that touched 
countlessaspectsof Ameri- 
can life. 

He remained an active 
writer and speaker into his 
late 90s, surprising some 
when he came out against 
Justice Brett Kavanaugh's 
confirmation following Ka¬ 
vanaugh's angry denial of 
sexual assault allegations. 
Stevens wrote an autobi¬ 
ography, 'The Making of a 
Justice: My First 94 Years," 
that was released just af¬ 
ter his 99th birthday in April 
2019. 

At first considered a cen¬ 
trist, Stevens came to be 
seen as a lion of liberalism. 
But he rejected that char¬ 
acterization. 

"I don't think of myself as a 
liberal at all," Stevens told 
The New York Times in 2007. 


"I think as part of my gen¬ 
eral politics, I'm pretty dam 
conservative." 

The way Stevens saw it, he 
held to the same ground, 
but the court had shifted 
steadily to the right over 
the decades, creating the 
illusion that he was moving 
leftward. 

He did change his views 
on some issues, however. 
He morphed from a critic 
of affirmative action to a 
supporter, and came to 
believe the death penalty 
was wrong. 

His legal reasoning was of¬ 
ten described asunpredict- 
able or idiosyncratic, espe¬ 
cially in his early years on 
the court. He was a prolific 
writer of separate opinions 
laying out his own thinking, 
whether he agreed or dis¬ 
agreed with the majority's 
ruling. 

Yet Stevens didn't consid¬ 
er his methods novel. He 
tended toward a case-by¬ 
case approach, avoided 
sweeping judicial philoso¬ 
phies, and stayed mindful 
of precedent. 

The white-haired Stevens, 
eyes often twinkling behind 
owlish glasses, was the pic¬ 
ture of old-fashioned ge¬ 
niality on the court and off. 
He took an unusually cour¬ 
teous tone with lawyers 
arguing their cases, but 
he was no pushover. After 
his fellow justices fired off 
questions, Stevens would 
politely weigh in. "May I ask 
a question?" he'd ask gen¬ 
tly, then quickly slice to the 
weakest point of a lawyer's 
argument. 

Stevens was especially 
concerned with the plight 
of ordinary citizens up 
against the government or 
other powerful interests — 
a type of struggle he wit¬ 
nessed asa boy.Q

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) — 

A compensation program 
forthose exposed to radia¬ 
tion from years of nuclear 
weapons testing and ura¬ 
nium mining would be ex¬ 
panded under legislation 
that seeks to address fall¬ 
out across the western Unit¬ 
ed States, Guam and the 
Northern Mariana Islands. 
U.S. Rep. Ben Ray Lujan 
rolled out the measure 
Tuesday on the 74th anni¬ 
versary of the Trinity Test. 

As part of the top-secret 
Manhattan Project, gov¬ 
ernment scientists and the 
U.S. military dropped the 
first atomic bomb in the 
New Mexico desert in 1945. 
Nearly 200 atmospheric 
tests followed. Uranium 
mining persisted even after 
the tests ceased. 

Tens of thousands of peo¬ 
ple — from miners and 
truck drivers to those living 
in communities near test 
sites — were exposed to ra¬ 
diation that has resulted in 
cancer, birth defects and 
other illnesses, said Lujan, a 
New Mexico Democrat. 

He said radiation exposure 
has disproportionally af¬ 
fected Native American 
communities as well as 
those who have lived in the 
shadow of that first test. 
"Radiation exposure has 
taken the livesoftoo many 
and continues to hurt our 
communities I know how 
important this legislation 
is for New Mexico families 
that have been affected," 
he said. 

Ihe Radiation Exposure 
Compensation Act was 
first passed in 1990 as an 
alternative to costly litiga¬ 
tion to ensure the federal 


government met its finan¬ 
cial responsibilities to work¬ 
ers who became sick as a 
result of the radiation haz- 
ardsoftheirjobs. Coverage 
wasbroadened a decade 
later. 

Compensation currently 
ranges from lump sums of 
$100,000 for uranium work- 
ersto $50,000forthose who 
lived downwind of the Ne¬ 
vada Test Site. 

Supporters of the legisla¬ 
tion have argued for years 
that there are many more 
people who were exposed 
but not eligible to file c la ims 
underthe program. 

This includes downwinders 
in New Mexico's Tularosa 
Basin, where the Trinity Test 
wasconducted. 

Ihe Tularosa Basin Down- 
winders Consortium say 
many who lived near the 
site weren't told it involved 
an atomic weapon until 
the U.S. dropped bombson 


the J a pa nese c ities of Hiro¬ 
shima and Nagasaki and 
World Warll ended. 

'The government did noth¬ 
ing at the time to monitor 
what was happening with 
the fallout," said Tina Cor¬ 
dova, a co-founder of the 
group and cancer survivor. 
'They did nothing to pro¬ 
tect our health at the time 
of the test. They did nothing 
to warn before orafterand 
people were dying." 
Despite the lackof compre¬ 
hensive epidemiological 
studies, Cordova pointed 
to a paper published this 
week in the Bulletin of the 
Atomic Scientists on state 
health data that showed a 
spike in infant mortality with 
no known cause otherthan 
it began a month after the 
Trinity Test. 

She said the increase fol¬ 
lowed what had been a 
steady decline in infant 
mortality in New Mexico up 


until August 1945. 

'This is significant," she said 
of the data, saying it can 
help frame the debate as 
the bill moves through the 
U.S. House. 

Similar legislation has been 
introduced by U.S. Sena 
Tom Udall and Martin Hein¬ 
rich. 

Nearly three dozen House 
members have signed on 
to Lujan's measure and 
his office is confident this 
could be the yearthatoth- 
erdownwindersare added 
to the list of those who can 


get compensation. 
Lawmakers also are facing 
a deadline as authoriza¬ 
tion for the compensation 
program will expire in two 
years. Lujan said that will 
leave thousands of people 
without the ability to pay 
for medical care for illness¬ 
es linked to exposure. 

The legislation would ex¬ 
tend the program until 
2045 and the timeframe for 
those exposed while work¬ 
ing in the uranium indus¬ 
try would be extended to 
Dec. 31,1990. 

The measure also would re¬ 
quire Congress to issue an 
apology to those exposed 
in New Mexico, Idaho, 
Colorado, Arizona, Utah, 
Texas, Wyoming, Oregon, 
Washington, South Dakota, 
North Dakota, Nevada, 
Guam and the Northern 
Mariana Islands. 

The definition of downwind 
states would be expanded 
to include Arizona, Colo¬ 
rado, Idaho, Montana, Ne¬ 
vada, New Mexico, Utah 
and Guam. 

U.S. Rep. Michael San Nico¬ 
las of Guam said nuclear 
fallout has left behind a 
deadly legacy. 

"It is about cancer. It is 
about the major impact 
these diseases have on our 
families,"he said. "It isabout 
the life and death of loved 
ones past, present, and 
future.'Q 
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Feds: Moving land agency will save money, improve dec isions

DENVER (AP) — The Trump 
administration said Tues¬ 
day that it can save tax¬ 
payers millions of dollars, 
make better decisions and 
trim a 'top heavy" office in 
Washington by moving the 
headquarters of the na¬ 
tion's biggest land agency 
to Colorado and dispers¬ 
ing scoresof jobs across 11 
states in the U.S. West. 
InteriorDepartmentoffic ia Is 
said they hope to open the 
new Bureau of Land Man¬ 
agement headquarters in 
the western Colorado town 
of Grand Junction and 
complete most of the job 
shifts by September 2020. 
Moving the bureau, which 
is part of the Interior De¬ 
partment, out of Washing¬ 
ton isa long-cherished goal 
of Western state politicians 
who cite the preponder¬ 
ance of public la ndsin their 
part of the country. 

Ihe bureau oversees nearly 
388,000 square miles (1 mil¬ 
lion square kilometers) of 
public land — 99% of it in 
12 Western states — and 
balances competing de¬ 
mands from oil and gas 


drilling, mining, ranching, 
outdoorrecreation and en¬ 
vironmental protection. 
Energy and ranching inter- 
estspraised the move asan 
overdue step to give them 
better access to officials 
who have considerable 
powerovertheirbusinesses. 
Environmental groups say it 
will make the bureau a less 
important part of President 
Donald Trump's administra¬ 
tion. 

Joseph Balash, an assis- 
ta nt sec reta ry of the Inte¬ 
rior, said in a conference 
call with reporters that the 
moves could save at least 
$50 million and up to $100 
million over 20 years be¬ 
cause office space is usu¬ 
ally cheaper in the West 
than in Washington, and 
cost-of-living differentials 
for federal employees are 
lower. 

Congress allocated $5.6 
million for the move this 
year, but future cost pro¬ 
jections weren't available. 
Ba la sh sa id nea rly ha If the 
Bureau of Land Manage¬ 
ment's senior executives 
are in Washington, even 
though the vast majority 
of its approximately 10,000 
employees a re in the West. 


'The Washington, D.C.- 
based personnel are, for 
lack of a better term, top- 
heavy," he said. 

Moving senior executives 
into Western offices would 
allow them to mentor 
younger employees and 
share their knowledge, Bal¬ 
ash sa id. 

Rep. Raul M. Grijalva, an 
Arizona Democrat and 
chairman of the House Nat¬ 
ural Resources Committee, 
said he suspected the true 
motive was to force out 
some employees not willing 
to transfer. The Interior De¬ 
partment has denied that. 
In a letter to Congress, 
Balash said about 300 
jobs would move to West¬ 
ern states, but fewer than 
30 appeared headed to 
Grand Junction, a city of 
about 63,000 people 250 
miles (400 kilometers) west 
of Denver. They would in¬ 
clude the bureau director 
and other top officials. 

The department said about 
85 jobs would be shifted 
to Colorado, with most of 
them going to suburban 
Denver, where the federal 
government has a large 
campus with regional of- 
fices for several agencies. 


Nevada was in line for 
nearly 50 jobs, Utah about 
45, and Arizona and New 
Mexico about40 each, the 
department said. 

About 60 positions would 
stay in Washington to han¬ 
dle budget and policy 
questions and work with 
Congress. 

Interior Secretary David 
Bernhardt said in a state¬ 
ment that shifting bureau 
leaders to the West would 
lead to better decisions, 
but neither he nor other of- 
ficialsdescribed what deci¬ 
sions that would shift from 
Washington or how they 
would improve. 

Kathleen Sgamma, presi¬ 
dent of the oil industry 
trade group Western Ener¬ 
gy Alliance, said more peo¬ 
ple who are affected by 
bureau decisions would be 
able to meet with agency 
leaders. 

'The whole focus will be on 
the West, where it should 
be," Sgamma said. "Right 
now, it's easy to sit in D.C. 
and denya ranchera graz¬ 
ing permit. It's not so easy 
when he's sitting a cross the 
table from you." 

Mike Noel, a rancher and 
former Utah state lawmak¬ 


er, said it will be easier for 
him to drive to Grand J unc¬ 
tion than fly to Washington 
to talk with bureau staff. 
"Having the BLM out here 
and closer to the ground, 
we're going to get bet¬ 
ter decisions," Noel said. 
'There's a different philoso¬ 
phy out here than there is 
in Washington, D.C." 

J enniferRokala of the Cen¬ 
ter for Western Priorities, 
an environmental group, 
called the move "nothing 
but a PR stunt" and said it 
could diminish the role of 
the Bureau of Land Man¬ 
agement within the Interior 
Department. 

Tracy Stone-Manning ofthe 
National Wildlife Federa¬ 
tion said it was "expensive 
and unnecessary." 

The headquarters would 
be in a small city nestled 
against the Colorado River 
with views of the orange 
and brown rock cliffs that 
are part of nearby Colo¬ 
rado National Monument.

The Bureau of Land Man¬ 
agement traces its roots 
to the General Land Of¬ 
fice, created in 1812 to 
distribute territory that the 
U.S. was acquiring through 
wars, treaties and purchas¬ 
es. In 1946, it merged with 
the U.S. Grazing Service to 
form the bureau.

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — New 

York will raise its smoking 
age from 18 to 21 under 
legislation signed into law 
Tuesday by the state's gov¬ 
ernor. 

Ihe change, which takes 
effect in 120 days, will ap¬ 
ply to the sales of tradi¬ 
tional tobacco products 
as well as electronic ciga¬ 
rettes and vaporizers. 

Gov. Andrew Cuomo, a 
Democrat, said too many 
children and teens pick up 
smoking despite decades 
of efforts to snuff out the 
habit, in part because of 
marketing aimed at young 
people. 

"By raising the smoking age 
from 18 to 21, we can stop 
cigarettes and e-cigarettes 
from getting into the hands 
of young people in the 
first place and prevent an 
entire generation of New 
Yorkers from forming costly 
and potentially deadly ad¬ 
dictions," he said in a state¬ 


ment announcing his sig¬ 
nature. 

According to the American 
CancerSociety, 95 percent 
of all smokers begin using 
tobacco before age 21. 
Raising the smoking age to 
21 — a proposal the Soci¬ 
ety dubs 'tobacco 21" — 
had been a major priority 
forthe group in New York. 
'Tobacco 21 is a no-brain- 
er," said Julie Hart, senior 
government relations di¬ 
rector for the American 
Cancer Society Cancer 
Action Network of New 
York. 

Sixteen states have ap¬ 
proved raising the smoking 
age to 21, though in some 
the changes won't take ef¬ 
fect until later in 2019 or in 
coming years. 

In addition, hundreds of lo¬ 
cal communities around 
the nation have made the 
move to 21. In New York 
state they include New 
York City, Long Island, Al¬ 
bany and a dozen other

By RAFCASERT 
Associated Press 
BRUSSELS(AP) — Ursula von 
der Leyen was confirmed 
as the European Commis¬ 
sion president Tuesday, be¬ 
coming the first woman to 
hold one of the most pres¬ 
tigious positions in the Eu¬ 
ropean Union and who will 
be one of the most promi¬ 
nent faces from the bloc 
on the world stage. 

Ihe European Parliament 
voted 383-327 with 22 ab¬ 
stentions to approve von 
der Leyen's nomination. 
The confirmation required 
an absolute majority of 374 
votes and the outgoing 
German defense minister 
scraped through with bare¬ 
ly nine votes to spare in a 
cliffhangervote. 

"A majority is a majority 
in politics," she said when 
questioned about her nar¬ 
row escape. 

Von derLeyen will replace 
Jean-Claude Juncker 
when his term expiresatthe 
end of October. 

She was put forward as 
a last-minute candidate 
by EU leaders as part over 
an overall appointments 
package, sidestepping 
parliamentary wishes. 
Many legislators felt cold- 
shouldered and said they 
would oppose her out of 
principle, not over persona I 
considerations 


'There was a great deal of 
resentment,"she said. 

Von der Leyen insisted the 
challenges facing the EU, 
from climate to migration 
and internal division, were 
such that there was no time 
to look back. 

"My message to all of you 
is: let usworktogethercon- 
structively,"she said. 

Earlier in the day, Von der 
Leyen set out her politi¬ 
cal objectives on a green¬ 
er, gender-equal Europe 


where the rule of law con¬ 
tinues to hold sway. 

Her approval was a key 
part in the package of top 
jobsthat EU leadersagreed 
upon early this month. Un¬ 
der the deal, the free-mar- 
ket liberal Renew Europe 
group got Belgian Prime 
Minister Charles Michel as 
European Council presi- 
dentand the Socialistswon 
the top parliament job. 
France's Christine Lagarde 
wasputforward ashead of 


the European Central Bank. 
Von der Leyen told law¬ 
makers in Strasbourg that 
the genderelement asem- 
bodied by herself and La- 
garde will be an essential 
part of herjob. 

"I will ensure full gender 
equality" in her team of 28 
commissioners. "I want to 
see as many men as wom¬ 
en around the college ta¬ 
ble," she said. 

Pointing out that since its 
inception in 1958, less than 


20% of commissioners had 
been women, she said: 
"We represent half of our 
population. We want our 
fair share." 

The gender breakthrough 
waswelcome across much 
of the plenary. 

"It is a great day for Europe 
to have a woman elect¬ 
ed to lead the European 
Commission," said Dacian 
Ciolos, leader of the liberal 
Renew Europe group. 

The rest of the commission 
team, which prepares a 
wide range of legislation 
from climate change to 
farm subsidies and digi¬ 
tal rules, will be proposed 
by the EU member states, 
which have the right to one 
each. 

Von derLeyen insisted that, 
despite euroskeptic gov¬ 
ernments like Italy, Poland 
and Hungary, she would 
only work with pro-Europe¬ 
an politicians. 

"I want a commission that 
is working to strengthen Eu¬ 
rope to position Europe in 
this world in its appropriate 
role,"she said. 

"None of us on its own will 
be as successful in tack¬ 
ling the problems as we 
are together— 28 member 
states,"she said. 

Officials in the von der 
Leyen camp had long ac¬ 
knowledged that the vote 
would be a cliffhanger. □

Tuesday. 

Salvini said he would re¬ 
spond to lawmakers "a bout 
everything humanly know- 
able" during a regular 
question-and-answer ap¬ 
pearance in Parliament, 
the ANSA news agency re¬ 
ported. 

"Certainly I'll go to Parlia¬ 
ment. It's my job," he was 
quoted assaying during a 
visit to Genoa. No date was 
immediately set. 

The investigation began 
after Italian newsweekly 
L'Espresso reported in Feb¬ 
ruary that Savoini had 
sought millions of dollars in 
financing for the League 
during a meeting with Rus¬ 
sian officials in Moscow last 
year.The case made head¬ 
lines again last week after 


BuzzFeed News published 
audio of the meeting. 
Savoini on Monday was 
questioned by Milan prose¬ 
cutors but invoked his right 
not to respond, according 
to his lawyer, Lara Pellegrini. 
She said he might respond 
later once the defense has 
been provided with details 
of the investigation. 

Savoini denies wrongdo¬ 
ing, she said. She declined 
to answer when asked if 
he attended the meeting 
caughton tape.

PARIS (AP) — Finance offi¬ 
cials fromthe Group ofSev- 
en rich democracies will 
weigh risks from new digi¬ 
tal currencies and debate 
how to taxtech companies 
like Google and Amazon 
when they meet in the Pa ris 
suburb of Chantilly. 

Those two issues, raised by 
the impact of digitalization 
on the world economy, are 
at the top of the agenda 
for the gathering Wednes¬ 
day and Thursday, hosted 
by French Finance Minister 
Bruno Le Maire and includ¬ 
ing U.S. Treasury Secretary 
Steven Mnuchin. 

The finance ministers' meet¬ 
ing will prepare the ground 
for a full G-7 summit of 
heads of state and gov¬ 
ernment being held Aug. 
24-26 in Biarritz in southern 
France. 

Hanging over the minis¬ 
ters as they hold a work¬ 
ing dinner Wednesday in 
the chateau at Chantilly: 
slowing global growth and 
the America-first trade poli¬ 
cies of U.S. President Don¬ 
ald Trump, which have led 
to a tariff war with China 
and tensions with Europe. 
The G-7 includes Euro¬ 
pean countries Germany, 
France, Britain and Italy, 
plus Canada, Japan and 
the United States 
Europe and the U.S. have 
exchanged a limited num¬ 
ber of tariffs but Trump has 
threatened more damag¬ 
ing oneson European auto 
imports in an attempt to re¬ 
negotiate overall trade re¬ 
lations The talks have been 
slow as the two sides differ 
on whether agricultural as 
well as industrial products 
should be included. The 
U.S. wants to include farm 
products and the Europe¬ 
ans do not. 

Those disagreementscould 
be exacerbated by a new¬ 
er point of contention: host 
France'sdecision to impose 
a 3% tax on the revenues 
of giant tech companies, 
which are mainly Ameri¬ 
can. These companies do 
huge business across Eu¬ 
rope but pay taxes only in 
the European Union nation 
where their local head¬ 
quarters a re based, often a 


low-tax haven like Luxem¬ 
bourg or the Netherlands. 
The result is they pay a far 
lower rate than traditional 
businesses. 

The U.S. has advocated a 
broader international ap¬ 
proach being developed 
by the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation 
and Development, a Paris- 
based organization repre¬ 
senting much of the more 
developed world. 

U.S. officials have said 
they're investigating the 
French move as a pos¬ 
sible unfairtrade practice 
that could lead to retalia¬ 
tion. Mnuchin told journal¬ 
ists Monday that 'this will 
definitely be high on the 
agenda." Le Maire, in turn, 
said the French tax aimed 
to spur international action: 
"Assoon asthere will be an 
international solution, we 
will withdraw the national 
taxation." 

"I will urge my American 
friends, instead of... threat¬ 
ening France through 
sanctions to go the way of 
dialogue and entering into 
a fair negotiation to find a 
compromise at the level of 
the G-7, so that we will give 
a new impetus to the work 
that is currently done in the 
OECD,"he said. 

Where the U.S. may find 
more common ground with 
its G-7 partners will be in its 
mistrust of c ryptoc urrenc ies 
like Facebook's recently 
announced Ubra. Mnuchin 


said the U.S. Treasury De¬ 
partment has "very serious 
concerns that Ubra could 
be misused by money laun- 
derers and terrorist financ- 
ers... This is indeed a nation¬ 
al security issue." Le Maire 
hasvoiced similarconcems 
and has commissioned a 
report by top central bank¬ 
ers. 

Ubra would be based on

distributed technology simi- 
larto that which underpins 
Bitcoin, but with key differ¬ 
ences. Biteoin's value fluc¬ 
tuates, limiting its use to 
pay for things In contrast, 
Facebook hopes to keep 
the value of the Ubra fairly 
steady by tying it to a bas¬ 
ket of majorc urrenc ies. The 
social network envisions it 
as a way to send money 


around the world without 
significant fees. Facebook 
won't run Ubra directly but 
instead is setting up a non¬ 
profit with its partners to 
oversee the new currency.

clash over a new Ukrainian 
language law played out 
Tuesday in the U.N. Security 
Council, where Ukrainian 
and Russian representa¬ 
tives sparred over whether 
the legislation promotes 
Ukrainian unity or jeopar¬ 
dizes the interests of the 
country's Russian-speaking 
population. 

The discussion came amid 
political transition in Ukraine 
and hopes for progress in 
resolving conflicts that has 
flared there over the last 
five years. 

Tuesday's back-and-forth 
reflected longstanding divi¬ 
sions over Russia's 2014 an¬ 
nexation of Ukraine's Crime¬ 
an Peninsula and Moscow's 
support for separatist reb¬ 
els in eastern Ukraine. Rus¬ 
sia denies involvement in 
fighting there that ha skilled 
more than 13,000 people. 
Both Ukrainian and Rus¬ 
sian are widely spoken in 
Ukraine, and many resi¬ 
dents use both languages 
Still, the linguistic divide has 


long been a point of politi¬ 
cal contention in the coun¬ 
try of 45 million. 

The issue heated up after 
a Russia-friendly Ukrainian 
president was ousted amid 
protests in 2014. Russian of¬ 
ficials and media fanned 


fears that Ukraine's new 
pro-Western government 
would force Ukrainian on 
residents of predominantly 
Russian-speaking eastern 
Ukraine, and pro-Russian 
separatists took control of 
pa rts of the region. 


Russia requested Tuesday's 
discussion of the new lan¬ 
guage law, which passed 
this spring. It requires the 
use of Ukrainian in govern¬ 
ment and media, while 
Russian can be used in per¬ 
sonal communications 


'The biased Ukrainian au¬ 
thorities have undertaken 
to era die ate "Russian, com¬ 
plained Moscow's U.N. 
ambassador, Vassily Ne- 
benzia. He argued that the 
language rule undermines 
Se c u rity-C o u nc il-e nd o rsed 
initiatives to end the con¬ 
flict in Ukraine. 

'The struggle for the con¬ 
servation of national and 
cultural identity should not 
devolve into an encroach¬ 
ment upon the Russian-lan- 
guage-speaking people of 
the country,"he said. 
Ukraine's envoy countered 
that the language law was 
an internal matter that 
didn't warrant the council's 
scrutiny, and that Russia 
particularly should stay out 
of it. 

"A country thatforcenturies 
suppressed the Ukrainian 
language, and forcefully 
replaced it with the Russian 
in all spheres of public life, 
is not in a position to tell us 
now what language we 
should speak and write," 
Ambassador Volodymyr 
Yelchenko said.Q 


Pakistani journalists hold protests to denounce censorship

KARACHI, Pakistan (AP) — 

Pakistani journalists held 
nationwide protests Tues- 
dayto denounce rampant 
censorship by the country's 
powerful security services, 
massive layoffs due to bud¬ 
get cuts and months-long 
delays in payments of their 
wages. 

The rallies, dubbed Day of 
Protests, were spearhead¬ 
ed by the Pakistan Federal 
Union of J oumalists, which 
said that journalists, who 
face the roughest phase in 
the country's history, have 
decided to 'fight the un¬ 
precedented censorship." 
Tuesday was only the "be¬ 
ginning of a protest move¬ 
ment," said Afzal Butt, union 
president. 

J oumalists and press free¬ 
dom advocates say that 
the Pakistani military is 
pressuring media outlets 
to quash critical coverage 
while the newly elected 
government is slashing 
its advertising budget, 
squeezing a key source of 


revenue for private news¬ 
papers and TV stations. 

In the last few months, hun¬ 
dreds of journalists have 
been laid off as media 
houses came under finan¬ 
cial constraints after gov¬ 
ernment advertising was 


drastically reduced. 

At the rallies Tuesday, jour¬ 
nalist wore black bands 
and held banners de¬ 
manding an end to cen¬ 
sorship, economic woesfor 
those working in the media 
and abuse of media laws 


to curb free expression. 
Authorities control "even 
minute details of the me¬ 
dia content these days, 
and dictate who will be the 
face of print and electronic 
media," Butt said. 

There was no immediate 


comment from the govern¬ 
ment. Sfar Abbas, editor 
of the leading Dawn daily 
which has faced increas¬ 
ing pressures, said Pakistani 
journalists have seen se¬ 
vere restrictions in the past, 
including shutting down of 
newspapers, imprisonment 
of journalists and direct 
censorship. 

"But what we are witness¬ 
ing today in the form of 
pressures from the state in¬ 
stitutions ... news blackouts 
and self-censorship, is far 
worse,"Abbassa id. 

Abbas, it was announced 
Tuesday, will receive the 
prestigious Committee to 
Protect Journalism's 2019 
Gwen Ifill Press Freedom 
Award "recognizing ex¬ 
traordinary and sustained 
achievement in the cause 
of press freedom."

The jun¬ 
ta, which had given itself 
almost unlimited powers 


without oversight, was dis¬ 
solved with the inaugura¬ 
tion of the new Cabinet.

Quake damages buildings on Bali, other Indonesian islands

DENPASAR, Indonesia (AP) 

— An earthquake shook 
Bali and other Indonesian 
islands Tuesday, caus¬ 
ing panic and damaging 
homes and injuring one 
person. 

It was the second strong 
earthquake in Indone¬ 
sia since Sunday, when 
a quake in North Maluku 
province killed four peo¬ 
ple and damaged nearly 
1,000 houses. About 3,100 
people in the province are 
living in temporary shelters, 


disasteroffic ia Is said. 
Tuesday's magnitude 5.7 
quake was centered at 
sea 82 kilometers (51 miles) 
to the southwest of Den- 
pasar on Bali at a depth 
of 91 kilometers (57 miles), 
the U.S. Geological Survey 
said. Indonesia's geophys¬ 
ics agency said the quake 
didn't have the potential to 
cause a tsunami. 

The national disasteragen- 
cy said one person was 
injured in Bali and 38 build¬ 
ings including houses and 
a Mercure hotel had minor 
damage. 


It posted photos on its 
Twitter account showing 
a damaged house and 
mosque in Banyuwangi in 
Eastjava and a damaged 
Hindu temple in Bali. Video 
showed damage to an or¬ 
nate entranceway in Nusa 
Dua, an area of high-end 
resorts in Bali.

cusations of taking $20 mil¬ 
lion in bribes from Odebre- 
cht, a Brazilian construction 
company at the center of 
Latin America's biggest 


corruption scandal. Ode- 
brecht has admitted to 
paying $800 million to offi¬ 
cials throughout the region 
in exchange for lucrative 


public works contracts 
Heriberto Benitez, Toledo's 
lawyer in Uma, told local 
radio station RPP that the 
defense will try to show that 


the ex-president faces po¬ 
litical persecution in Peru. 
Toledo, who has denied 
wrongdoing, was Peru's 
president from 2001 to 2006 
and has lived in California 
in recent years 
He had been a visiting 
scholar at Stanford Uni¬ 
versity as recently as 2017, 
though the school has said 
itwasan unpaid position. 

In March, the San Mateo 
County Sheriff's Office said 
Toledo wasarrested on sus¬ 
picion of public intoxication 
and was briefly detained.

In remarks late Monday, 
Nayib Bukele called on 
Washington not to lump his 
country in with Honduras 
and Guatemala, the other 
two nations that make up 
Central America's so-called 
Northern Triangle. 

Honduras and Guatemala

ple, to put it one way, and 
sometimes a region is pun¬ 
ished foractionsby govern¬ 
ments in which we have no 
involvement,"Bukele said. 

"I think it is a bit unfa ir," the 
president continued, say¬ 


ing his country interdicts 
three-quarters of drug ship¬ 
ments through its land and 
sea territory. "I believe that 
here in El Salvador crime is 
fought head-on, we fight 
drug trafficking head-on." 
U.S. President Donald Trump 
has expressed frustration 


overa wave of mostly Cen¬ 
tral American migrantsand 
asylum seekers arriving at 
the U.S. border this year, 
fleeing poverty and vio¬ 
lence in their home coun¬ 
tries. 

On Monday his administra¬ 
tion said it would end asy¬ 


lum protections for most 
of those people, deeming 
them ineligible if they do 
not apply for refuge in a 
transit country first. 

The move stands to reverse 
decades of U.S. policy on 
asylum and greatly reduce 
the numberof people able 
to make claims in the coun¬ 
try, though it faces certain 
legal challenges.

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WNBA suspends Riquna Williams 
10 ga mes for domestic violenc e

NEW YORK (AP) — Los An¬ 
geles Sparks guard Riquna 
Williams was suspended 
without pay by the WNBA 
on Tuesday for 10 games— 
nearly a third of the season 
— fora domestic violence 
incident. 

Williams was arrested on 
April 29 and charged with 
two felony counts, one in¬ 
volving the assault of an 
individual with whom she 
was in a relationship and 
the other involving a threat 
to another person with a 
firearm. Her criminal case is 
ongoing. 

The WNBA conducted its 
own investigation and con¬ 
sulted with a panel of ex¬ 
perts in the field of domes¬ 
tic violence. Among other 
factors, the league said 
it took into account the 
nature and seriousness of 
the allegations, including 
the involvement of a gun. 
The WNBA also will require 
Williams to participate in 
counseling. 

"As an organization, we 
abhor violence of any 
kind and specifically take 
domestic violence allega¬ 
tions very seriously," the 
Sparks said in a statement. 
'We will provide whatever 
resources we are allowed 
to help Riquna leam and 
grow from this unfortunate 
situation." 

The union said they would 
file a grievanceon Willia ms' 
behalf. 

'We are disappointed with 
the league's actions. There 
is an ongoing criminal pro¬ 
ceeding and in fairness 
to the player, the league 
could have and should 
have awaited its comple¬ 
tion before taking any ac¬ 
tion," said Terri Jackson, 
executive director of the 
union. 

"Riquna has not had a fair 
opportunity to fully defend 
herself. We are immedi¬ 
ately filing a grievance and 
will seek the arbitrator's re¬ 
view." 

The suspension, which sur¬ 
passed the seven games 
given to Brittney G finer and 
Glory Johnson in 2015 for 
their domestic violence ar¬

In this case, no one wants 
to overdo it at a major, so 
this was nothing out of the 
ordinary. 

Then again, very little is or¬ 
dinary with golf's biggest 
star these days. 

When asked if there was 
anything physically both¬ 
ering him outside the 
norm, Woods smiled and 
said, "Anything outside the 
norm."The laughtermade it 
hard to hear him say, "No." 
His chances at the British 
Open are nearly as mysteri¬ 
ous as Royal Portrush. 

Even at age 43, with four 
knee surgeries and, more 
recently, more back sur¬ 
geries behind him, he 
showed how capable he 
was against a young gen¬ 
eration of talent by win¬ 
ning at Augusta National 
with smart, strategic golf 
to overcome a two-shot 
deficitand win a fifth green 
ja c ket. 

It's everything since then 
that speaks to his outlook 
on golf. 

He took a month off to re¬ 
cover emotionally and 
physically from his taxing 
win at the Masters, only 
to miss the cut at the PGA 
Championship. He played 
the Memorial and then 
the U.S. Open, and then 
he was off to Thailand for 
a family holiday before re¬ 
turning home to Florida. At 
this rate, he'll play no more 
than 14 times in the PGA 
Tour season, though he still 
has a few events overseas 


at the end of the year. 

This is the new norm. 

Woods played plenty last 
year trying to get back in¬ 
side the top 50 in the world 

— he now is up to No. 5 

— to become eligible for 
World Golf Championships 
he once took for granted. 
It led to more golf than he 
wanted to play. 

'So this year I made a con¬ 
scious effort to cut backon 
my schedule to make sure 
that I don't play too much," 
he said. "I want to play here 
as long as I possibly can. 
And you have to under¬ 
stand, if I play a lot, I won't 
be out here that long." 

The trick now is to figure 
out how much he needsto 
compete in tournaments to 
be ready, and listening to 
his body. 

And still to be determined 
is what kind of weather — 
the wind, in particular — 
Woods and the rest of the 
players will see. The wind 
has not been the prevail¬ 
ing direction for two days 
of practice, and it hasn't 
been much wind at aII. 

The forecast? Take a pick. 
One bulletin provided by 
the R&A said the tourna¬ 
ment days would feature 
"changeable conditions 
continuing with showers 
or longer spells of rain in¬ 
terspersed with drier and 
brighter interludes" It con¬ 
cluded by saying, 'Confi¬ 
dence low in any detailsat 
this stage." 

That was about as clear 
as picking who stands the 
best chance at Royal Por¬ 


trush. 

Woods sees it as other links 
courses, where power can 
be equalized by control. 
Darren Clarke, who forged 
his game on these links 
as a junior, felt the same 
way. He even pointed to 
a 6-foot wide swath of fair¬ 
way on a slope at the 17th 
that would send the ball 
down toward the green. 
Now that's control. 

U.S. Open champion Gary 
Woodland sees it differ¬ 
ently. 

'The last couple of days, 
power has been a huge 
deal," Woodland said. "I've 
hit a lot of drivers." 

He played with Matt 
Kucharand Zbch Johnson 
on Monday — it would be 
exaggerating to say Wood¬ 
land can hit it longer than 
their drives combined, but 
not much — and he found 
a "huge advantage"by be¬ 
ing able to send it a long 
way in the air.

He lost in a playoff. 

Woods isn't that old. □

making it to the finish with¬ 
out being caught. 

Race directorswere watch¬ 
ing their every move on TV 
screens set up in their cars, 
and rival competitors rid¬ 
ing behind were informed 
in instant time of the gap 
through earpieces Itwasa 
day fora bunch sprint, and 
it could not be any differ¬ 
ent. 

At the Tour, long gone are 
the days when bold riders 
would launch long-range 
attacksand foil the sprinters 
at the finish line. The sport 
has changed so much in 
the space of 20 years that, 
on the many long and flat 
stages peppering the thee- 
week racing program, 
breakaways have nearly 
no chance of succeeding. 
M A stage victory in the style 
of Jacky Durand orlbierry 
Marie? It's nearly impos¬ 
sible on Grands Tours, and 
even more at the Tour de 
France," Arkea Samsic 
team manager Emmanuel 
Hubert told Ihe Associated 
Press. 

Hubert, a former pro rider, 
mentioned Durand and 
Marie, two riders who epit¬ 
omized the idea of pa¬ 
nache. In the 1980s and 
'90s, both were capable 
of launching long-range 
victorious rides that made 
them fan favorites. 

Such long-haul trips still 
take place nowadays, but 
they are almost never re¬ 
warded. 

Take the six who spent 
Monday at the front of 
the pack in the southwest¬ 
ern Aveyron region. If they 
had any hopes of reach¬ 
ing Albi ahead ofthe pack, 
they quickly found out their 
grand day out would not 
feature a happy ending. 
There were four climbs on 
the day's program, but the 
flat finale gave sprinters a 
golden opportunity to get 
a stage win. Tony Gallopin, 
Michael Schar, Natnael 
Berhane, Anthony Turgis, 
Mads Wurtz Schmidt and 
Odd Christian Eiking moved 
away from the pack soon 


after the start. With none of 
them a threat in the gen¬ 
eral classification, the pelo- 
ton was happy to let them 
go. 

Butoncetheirlead reached 
three minutes, the fugitives 
were kept on a tight leash, 
with sprinters'teams speed¬ 
ing up the pace atthe front 
ofthe pack to make sure 
they would notopen a gap 
too difficult to bridge later 
in the stage. 

A classic scenario then de¬ 
veloped. Using aII the data 
available to determine the 
right time to move, sprint¬ 
ers' teams organized the 
chase about 50 kilometers 
from the finish to rein in the 
audaciousgroup. 

'There is so much at stake 
forthe sprinters' team,"Co- 
fidis manager Ala in Deloeil 
told the AP. "For them it's 
nearly a professional mis¬ 
take if, on a flat stage, they 
don't bring backthe break¬ 


away. They need to set up 
a sprint for their fa st man." 
These scenarios, which also 
affect racing in the moun¬ 
tains, are a real problem 
for organizers who need to 
maintain the excitement 
over a three-week period. 
At a closed-door meeting 
before the race started, 
TourdirectorChristian Prud- 
homme urged riders to be 
more audacious in their 
strategies after a some¬ 
what boring start to the 
race last year. 

Deloeil and Prudhomme 
are nostalgic for an era 
when earpiecesand pow¬ 
er meters were words still to 
be invented. They believe 
ridersdon't use their instinct 
anymore, with their eyes 
glued to screens determin¬ 
ing whether they should 
attack orchase down fugi¬ 
tives. 

Team Ineos, the former 
Team Sky, often relies on

data from power meters 
— the small devices fitted 
to riders' bikes measuring 
theirpoweroutput — when 
tackling climbs. It'sa strate¬ 
gy that produced five Tour 
victorieswith three different 
riders since 2012. 
Prudhomme would like to 
see restrictions on power 
meters. 

"Riders should not have 
permanent access to their 
data," Prudhomme told 
the AP. "In days gone by, 
Fausto Coppi used to at¬ 
tack Gino Bartali when he 
noticed the little blue vein 
coming outon his rival's leg. 
Itwasa sign that Bartali was 
getting tired. And Bernard 
Hinault waited until Joop 
Zbetemelk's leg moved 
aside, because it meant he 
wastired. And that wasthe 
moment Bernard chose to 
attack." 

According to Prudhom¬ 
me, banning power me¬ 


ters would add a refresh¬ 
ing dose of romanticism to 
a sport heavily relying on 
data. 

"If riders could not read 
their power meters, there 
would be more emotions," 
he said. "But obviously the 
biggest teams don't want 
that." 

Stephane Rossetto, a Tour 
rookie who twice tried his 
luck over the past 10 days 
in long unsuccessful break¬ 
aways, said many compet¬ 
itors a re too conservative in 
theirapproach. 

'That'smodem cycling, and 
we need to adapt," the 
32-year-old said. "Many rid¬ 
ers are just looking at their 
power meter and don't go 
beyond a certain limit. And 
with earpieces, we get the 
gaps in real time. There is 
not much room forsurprise. 
Me, I never look at my pow¬ 
er meter." 

Luke Rowe, a teammate 
of defending champion 
Geraint Thomas at Ineos, 
hit back at Prudhomme's 
remarks 

"He is living in the Stone 
Age with comments like 
that," Rowe said. "I can 
tell you, from a guy who 
spends a lot of time rid¬ 
ing on the front, you don't 
ride on power. You ride on 
feel, you ride on who is in 
the break, how far ahead 
they are, on wind direction, 
terrain. You take all these 
factors into consideration 
to see how you are going 
to ride. You don't stare at 
power meters." 

Boosting Rowe's case, it 
was the good positioning 
of Ineos riders at the front 
of the pack — and not 
tec hnology — that a llowed 
them to gain around 100 
seconds on three danger¬ 
ous rivals when crosswinds 
played havoc in the finale 
of Monday stage.

Credit 
scores across the nation 
are going up. 

On the other hand, knowl¬ 
edge of how credit works is 
declining. 

Consumers' grasp of credit 
is the lowest it's been in 
eight years, according to 
an annual survey by credit 
scoring company Van- 
tageScore and the Con¬ 
sumer Federation of Amer¬ 
ican nonprofit association 
of consumer groups. For 
example, 62% of those sur¬ 
veyed this year knew that 
everyone has more than 
one credit score. In 2012, 
78% knew that. 

More people rated their 
own knowledge highly de¬ 
spite knowing less In an era 
whenfree credit sc ores and 
reports are plentiful, this is 
perhaps not surprising. Ihe 
share of respondents who 


called their credit knowl¬ 
edge "excellent" or "good" 
was 60% in 2019, up from 
54% in 2012. 

Millennia Is were a little 
more modest. Only 56% of 


those ages 21 to 38 rated 
their knowledge as "excel¬ 
lent" or "good," compared 
to 61% of people ages 39- 
54 and 65% of those 55-73.

GOING UP 

Ihe average FICO score 
last year was 704, accord¬ 
ing to FICO, continuing 
a steady rise from a low 
of 686 in 2009 during the 


Great Recession. Ihe av¬ 
erage VantageScore — 
FICO's competitor — was 
680, continuing to climb 
but not yet as high as the 
685 seen in 2008. 

Factors such as a large- 
scale economic recovery, 
low unemployment and 
consumers' confidence in 
their own finances con¬ 
tributed to higher scores, 
says Rod Griffin, director of 
consumer education and 
awarenessat Experian. 

Of course, consumersbeing 
more careful with money 
since the financial down¬ 
turn also played a part, 
Griffin says. Also, millions 
of people experienced a 
score bump over the past 
two years as the three ma- 
jorcredit bureaus— Experi¬ 
an, Equifax and TransUnion 
— stopped including some 
negative marks on credit

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Apollo 11 astronaut returns to launch pad 50 years later

CAPE CANAVERAL, Ha. 
(AP) — Apollo 11 astronaut 
Michael Collins returned 
Tuesday to the exact spot 
where he flew to the moon 
50 years ago with Neil Arm¬ 
strong and Buzz Aid rin. 
Collins had the spotlight 
to himself this time — Arm¬ 
strong has been gone for 
seven years and Aid rin 
canceled. Collins said he 
wished his two moonwalk¬ 
ing colleagues could have 
shared the moment at 
Kennedy Space Center's 
Launch Complex 39A, the 
departure pointforhuman- 
ity'sfirst moon landing. 
'Wonderful feeling to be 
back," the 88-year-old 
command module pilot 
said on NASA IV. 'There'sa 
difference this time. I want 
to turn and ask Neil a ques¬ 
tion and maybe tell Buzz 
Aid rin something, and of 
course, I'm here by myself." 
At NASA's invitation, Collins 
marked the precise mo¬ 
ment — 9:32 a.m. on July 
16,1969 — tha t the Sa tu m V 
rocket blasted off. He was 
seated at the base of the 
pad alongside Kennedy's 
director, Robert Cabana, a 
former space shuttle com¬ 
mander. 

Collins recalled the tension 
surrounding the crew that 
day. 

"Apollo 11 ... was serious 
business. We, crew, felt the 
weight of the world on our 
shoulders. We knew that 
everyone would be looking 
at us, friend orfoe, and we 
wanted to do the best we 
possibly could," he said. 
Collins remained in lunar 
orbit, tending to Columbia, 
the mothership, while Arm¬ 
strong and Aid rin landed in 
the Eagle on J uly 20, 1969, 
and spent 2 V 2 hours walk¬ 
ing the gray, dusty lunar 
surface. 

A reunion Tuesday at the 
Kennedyfiring room by past 
and present launch con¬ 


trollers— and Collins' return 
to the pad, now leased 
to SpaceX — kicked off a 
week of celeb ratio ns mark¬ 
ing each day of Apollo 11's 
eig ht-day voyage. 

In Huntsville, Alabama, 
where the Saturn V wasde- 
veloped, some 4,900 model 
rockets lifted off simultane¬ 
ously, commemorating the 
momentthe Apollo llcrew 
blasted off for the moon. 
More than 1,000 youngsters 
attending Space Camp 
counted down ... "5, 4, 3, 2, 
1!" — and cheered as the 
red, white and blue rockets 
created a gray cloud, at 
least fora few moments, in 
the sky. 

The U.S. Space and Rock¬ 
et Center was shooting 
for an altitude of at least 
100 feet (30 meters) in or¬ 
der to seta new Guinness 
Book of World Records. 
Apollo 15 astronaut AI Wor¬ 
den helped with the mass 
launching. Also present: all 
three children of German- 
bom rocket genius Wer- 


nhervon Braun, who mas¬ 
terminded the Saturn V. 
"Thiswasa blast.Thiswasan 
absolute blast," said spec¬ 
tator Sc ott Ha ye k of Ellic ott 
City, Maryland. "And, you 
know, what a tribute - and, 
a visceral tribute - to see 
the rockets going off." 
Another spectator, Karin 
Wise, of Jonesboro, Geor¬ 
gia, was 19 during Apollo 
11 and recalled being 
glued to TV coverage. 

"So, to bring my grandchil¬ 
dren here for the 50 anni¬ 
versary, wasso speciaI,"she 
said. "I hope they're around 
forthe 100th anniversary. 
Atthe Smithsonian's Air and 
Space Museum in Wash¬ 
ington, the spacesuit that 
Armstrong wore went back 
on display in mint condi¬ 
tion, complete with lunar 
dust left on the suit's knees, 
thighs and elbows On 
hand forthe unveiling were 
Vice President Mike Pence, 
NASA Administrator Jim 
Bridenstine and Armstrong's 
older son, Rick. Armstrong 
died in 2012. 

A fundraising campaign 
took just five days to raise 
the $500,000 needed for 
the restoration. Itwastaken 
off display 13yearsago be¬ 
cause it was deteriorating, 
said museum curatorCath- 
leen Lewis Ittookfouryears 
to rehab it. 

Calling Armstrong a hero, 
Pence said 'the American 


people express their grati¬ 
tude by preserving this sym¬ 
bol of courage." 

Back at Kennedy, NASA 
televised original launch 
video of Apollo 11, timed 
down to the second. Then 
Cabana turned his conver¬ 
sation with Collins to NASA's 
next moonshot program, 
Artemis, named after the 
twin sister of Greek mythol¬ 
ogy's Apollo. It seeks to put 
the first woman and next 
man on the lunar surface 

— the moon's south pole 

— by 2024. President J ohn 
F. Kennedy's challenge to 
put a ma n on the moon by 
the end of 1969 took eight 
years to achieve. 

Collins said he likes the 
name Artemis and, even 
more, likesthe concept be¬ 
hind Artemis. 

"But I don't want to go back 
to the moon," Collins told 
Cabana. "I want to go di¬ 
rect to Mars. I call it the J FK 
Mars Express" 

Collins noted that the 
moon-first crowd has merit 
to its argument and he 
pointed out Armstrong 
himself was among those 
who believed returning to 
the moon "would assist us 
mightily in our attempt to 
go to Mars." 

Cabana assured Collins, 
'We believe the faster we 
get to the moon, the faster 
we get to Mars as we de¬ 
velop those systems that 


we need to make that 
happen." 

About 100 of the origi¬ 
nal 500 launch controllers 
and managers on J uly 16, 
1969, reunited in the firing 
room Tuesday morning. 
The crowd also included 
members of NASA's next 
moon management team, 
including Charlie Blackwell- 
Thompson, launch director 
forthe still-in-development 
Space Launch System 
moon rocket. The SLS will 
surpass the Saturn V, the 
world's most powerful rock¬ 
et to fly to date. 
Blackwell-Thompson said 
she got goosebumps lis¬ 
tening to the replay of 
the Apollo 11 countdown. 
Hearing Collins' "personal 
account of what that was 
like was absolutely amaz¬ 
ing." 

The lone female launch 
controller for Apollo 11, 
JoAnn Morgan, enjoyed 
seeing the much updated- 
firing room. One thing was 
notably missing, though: 
stacks of paper. 'We could 
have walked to the moon 
on the paper," Morgan 
said. 

Later Tuesday, Collins was 
going to be reunited with 
two otherApollo astronauts 
at an evening gala at Ken¬ 
nedy, including Apollo 16 
moonwalker Charlie Duke, 
who wasthe capsule com¬ 
municator in Mission Con¬ 
trol forthe Apollo 11 moon 
landing. Huntsville's rocket 
center also had a special 
anniversary dinner on tap 
Tuesday night, with Aid rin 
and other retired Apollo 
and Skylab astronauts and 
rocket scientists. 

Only four of the 12 moon- 
walkers from 1969 through 
1972 are still alive: Aid rin, 
Duke, Apollo 15's David 
Scott and Apollo 17's Har¬ 
rison Schmitt. 

NASA spokesman Bob Ja- 
cobssaid Aid rin, 89, bowed 
out of the launch pad visit, 
citing his intense schedule 
of appearances. Aid rin 
hosted a gala in Southern 
California last Saturday 
and planned to head di¬ 
rectly to the Huntsville din¬ 
ner. Aid rin and Collins may 
reunite in Washington on 
Friday orSaturday, the 50th 
anniversary of Apollo ll's 
moon landing.Q

By MARK KENNEDY 
Associated Press 
NEW YORK (AP) — Years 
ago, when Rodrigo San¬ 
chez and Gabriela Quin¬ 
tero would show up at 
some small European town 
with their acoustic guitars, 
they loved to tease the au¬ 
dience. 

People would spot the two 
Mexican artists and as¬ 
sume they should brace 
themselves for some sort of 
classical or traditional per¬ 
formance. Ihen Sanchez 
would play a little "Stairway 
to Heaven." Giggles would 
fill the pub or community 
center. 

"If we're playing two nylon¬ 
string guitars, you're not 
supposed to play Led Zep¬ 
pelin or Metallic a,"Sanchez 
said. Quintero, of course, 
was in on the joke: 'You 
break the cliche." 

Rodrigo y Gabriela have 
been busting musical bar¬ 
riers ever since, melding 
the power of thrash metal 
with fiery Spanish melodies 
The acoustic, instrumental 
rockduo hasgone backto 


those memories to create 
"M etta vo lutio n," theirfirst a I- 
bum in five yea rs 'The c ha I- 
lenge forme and Rodrigo 
was to reconnect with that 
original idea — just do¬ 
ing music that is authentic 
to us and that is genuine," 
said Quintero. "M etta volu¬ 
tion," a word they created 
to mean evolution through 
compassion, offers six origi¬ 
nal tracks and one ambi¬ 
tious cover — a 19-minute 
version of Pink Floyd's 1971 
epic song "Echoes." 

For the album, producer 
Dave Sardy added some 
bass, synths and percus¬ 
sion for texture to Sanchez's 
mesmerizing finger-picking, 
and Quintero acts once 
again asthe rhythm section 
— complete with herdrum- 
ming on the guitarbody. 
Intriguingly, the duo added 
lyrics to many tunes but 
didn't record them. "I think 
it was a very important 
change in the way we ap¬ 
proach music in this a Ibum 
because it made it much 
more melodic," Sanchez 
said. They hinted that per- 


hapsthey may one day re¬ 
lease the tracks with a real 
singer a board. 

The pair has long done 
coversof otherartists' songs 
and Pink Floyd is a favorite 
band. They wanted to do 


their version of "Echoes" for 
at least 10 years but only 
attempted it last yearfora 
concert at the Hollywood 
Bowl. A representative from 
their record label came 
and loved it, insisting it ap- 


pearon their next album — 
something Rodrigo y Gabri¬ 
ela had quietly wanted. 
"Echoes," with its lyrics 
about reconnecting to hu¬ 
manity, also works into the 
theme ofthe album. "Ithink 
we are at that age where 
you start to think differently 
now. And to understand 
that life is about all of us — 
we are thisone entity here," 
says Sanchez, 45. 

Listening to Sanchez and 
Quintero play, it's hard to 
believe two people playing 
guitarscan make music this 
powerful and absorbing. 
It's even harder to believe 
that they're self-taught mu¬ 
sic ia ns 

'This is my theory: Because 
we didn't go to school, 
we've got no boundaries 
in our heads," says Quin¬ 
tero, 46. "For us, it was not 
sacrilege to try to jam with 
any piece we both liked. It 
could be a punk piece to 
any classic sort of thing." 
Both began their careers 
playing in a little-known 
Mexico City speed-metal 
band. □

IDS ANGELES (AP) — It will 
be case closed next season 
for "How to Get Away with 
Murder," with the show's 
upcoming sixth season to 
be its last. 

The series and its star, Vio¬ 
la Davis, are leaving be¬ 
hind history: In 2015, Davis 
became the first African 
American to win an Emmy 
for best lead actress in a 
drama series 

In a statement Thursday an¬ 
nouncing the show's end, 
ABC Entertainment Presi¬ 
dent Karey Burke praised 
Davis for her unforgettable 
portrayal of a female anti- 
hero. 

Davis plays Annalise Ke¬ 
ating, a brilliant attorney 
and professor at a Phila¬ 
delphia law school, where 
she teaches her no-holds- 
barred views of justice and 
life and enlists her students 
in hercasesand misadven¬ 
tures 

A three-time Academy 
Award nominee, Da vis won 
the best supporting actress 
Oscar in 2017 for "Fences." 


Series creator and execu¬ 
tive producer Pete Nowalk 
called ending the show a 
"brutal decision," but said 
the story demanded it. 

"For me, Annalise Keating's 


journey has always had 
a clear ending," Nowalk 
said in a statement. "Know¬ 
ing I have 15 episodes left 
to finish her story, and the 
chance to give all the

characters their own killer 
endings" is a rare gift. 

He advised fa ns to "buckle 
up"forthe show's final twists 
when it returns on Sept. 26. 
The show's ratings have 


softened, with viewership 
dropping from more than 
10 million weekly in its early 
years to about half that last 
season. 

"How to Get Away with 
Murder"debuted in 2014as 
part of ABC's hit Thursday 
night programming block 
from prolific writer-produc¬ 
er Shonda Rhimes, includ¬ 
ing the long-running 'Grey's 
Anatomy" and now-ended 
"Scandal."

Rhimes' long partnership 
with ABC Studios ended 
when she signed a lucra¬ 
tive deal in 2017 to make 
series for Netflix, which be¬ 
came the new home for

NEW YORK (AP) — Shauna 
Marie OToole isa transgen¬ 
der activist who has orga¬ 
nized and attended count¬ 
less rallies and lobbied New 
York State law makers for le¬ 
gal protections. Convinced 
that "no amount of sci¬ 
ence" would win over op¬ 
ponents, she decided that 
an "emotional statement" 
was needed, one drawing 
upon words as rooted as 
any in American history. 

'We hold these truths to be 
se If-e vid e nt," O To o le w ro te, 
'that all people, regardless 
of race, gender, religion, 
immigration or economic 
status, sexual orientation 
or gender identity, are cre¬ 
ated equal, that they are 
endowed by their govern¬ 
ment with certain unalien¬ 
able Rights, that among 
these are Life, Liberty and 
the pursuit of Happiness.'" 
OToole, who lives in the 
Rochester area, received 
h u n d re d s o f re sp o n se s a fte r 
she posted her Dec la ration 
of Transgender Indepen¬ 
dence online, from expres¬ 
sions of support to sugges¬ 
tions that Thomas J efferson 
would have thought she 
wascrazy. 

But for OToole, the origi¬ 
nal Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence is more than an 
old document for students 
to memorize. It's a starting 
point for seekers of social 
justice. 

"I think for many activists 
like myself, it symbolizes 
what we are willing to do to 
secure Liberty for ourselves 
and our posterity," she told 
The Associated Press in an 
email. 

Historians debate what the 
slave-holding J efferson and 
his fellow drafters meant by 
writing "all men are created 
equal," but the Declaration 
has inspired those not men¬ 
tioned or even imagined in 
the text. For more than two 
centuries, it has informed 
some of the country's de¬ 
fining rhetoric, from Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln's Gettysburg 
Address to the Rev. Mar¬ 
tin Luther King J r.'s "I Have 
a Dream" speech, while 
serving as a template for 
feminists and labor unions, 
LG BTQ rig hts a nd c ivil rig hts 
When Americans seek to 


appeal to the country's 
presumed ideals, its funda¬ 
mental promises, they of¬ 
ten turn to the Declaration. 
'When Jefferson made his 
famous statement about 
equality, he did not really 
mean that we were cre¬ 
ated equal individually; the 
real point was that Ameri¬ 
cans, collectively, as a 
people, had the same right 
to self-government as all 
other peoples," says Jack 
Rakove, whose books in¬ 
clude "Revolutionaries: A 


New History of the Inven¬ 
tion of America"and 'Origi¬ 
nal Meanings: Politics and 
Ideas in the Making of the 
Constitution," which won 
the Pulitzer Prize in 1997. 

"But overtime ... the equal¬ 
ity statement acquired the 
aspirational purpose it has 
held ever since: that each 
of us is equal in legal sta¬ 
tus or moral weight or civic 
ability to everyone else," 
Rakove says. 

Danielle Allen, author of 
'Our Declaration: A Read¬ 


ing of the Declaration of 
Independence in Defense 
of Equality," says that soon 
a fte r 1776 a b o I itio n ists w e re 
mentioning the Declara¬ 
tion in their fight against 
slavery. But its canoniza¬ 
tion wasgradual. Allen and 
Christopher Warren, a cu¬ 
rator of American history 
at the Library of Congress, 
both cite the War of 1812 
as heightening national 
pride and anxiety and re¬ 
viving emotions about the 
country's past. The Decla¬ 


ration took greater hold in 
the 1820s a sj efferson, J ohn 
Adams and otherfounders 
died. 

Through much of the 19th 
century, "declarations" 
were issued. The Work¬ 
ing Men's Declaration of 
Independence, issued in 
1829, begins, 'When in the 
course of human events, 
it becomes necessary for 
one class of a community 
to assert their natural and 
unalienable rights in op¬ 
position to other classes of 
theirfellow men. ..."The So¬ 
cialist Labor Party stated in 
1895, 'When, in the course 
of human progression, the 
despoiled class of wealth 
producers becomes fully 
conscious of its rights and 
determined to take them, 
a decent respect to the 
judgment of posterity re- 
quiresthat it should declare 
the causeswhich impel it to 
change the social order." 
Before and during the Civil 
War, North and South in¬ 
voked the Declaration, but 
for very different reasons 
Historian Ted Widmer, cur¬ 
rently working on a book 
about Lincoln, notes that 
Lincoln often mentioned 
the Declaration n speech¬ 
es even before he was 
president. When he jour¬ 
neyed from Springfield, Il¬ 
linois, to Washington for his 
1861 inauguration, Lincoln 
made a point of stopping 
at Independence Hall in 
Philadelphia, where he told 
those gathered that he 
"never had a feeling po¬ 
litically that did not spring" 
from the Declaration of In¬ 
dependence. 

'The Declaration is the 
cudgel he uses to beat his 
political opponents," Wid¬ 
mer says. 'We can be the 
kind of country that builds 
upon the Declaration of 
Independence and grants 
equality and rights or we 
can be a slave society." 
Meanwhile, the Confeder¬ 
ates cited the Declaration 
in asserting their right to se¬ 
cede, but scorned the lan¬ 
guage of equality. Geor¬ 
gia's leaders borrowed 
from the Declaration in 
announcing that they 
had "dissolved their po¬ 
litical connection with the 
Government of the United 
Statesof America
